We are now becoming better on the TTY and 
more sensitive to the needs of the deaf 
traveler. Carlene, who was formerly the 
editor of the Buff and Blue, will also 
help with our newsletter which will come 
out in the fall. We are very excited 
about our project at Gallaudet and 
apologize for any inconvenience caused 
by our start-up problems. Travelers are 
invited to call us if there are complaints 
or helpful suggestions, we want to do the 
best job possible for our new friends. We 
also wish to thank the staff and students 
for supporting us and for making these 
projects possible.
